tCorn Meal Pork Not Cheap.

At time It was customnry te
measure the cost of pork by the price
of corn, and the nsuul estimate was ten
pounds of pork for a bushel of corn,
but In recent years It has been discov-
eredd that other feeds can be used to
advantage, and pork made more cheap-
ly with a variety than with corn alone.
Experience has shown that the hog rel-
Ishes the great variety of feeds usually
produced on the farm, such as grass,
rape, all kinds of clovers, defective and
immature fruits, bhouse slops, skim
milk, buttermilk, whey from cheess fae-
tory which, when fed In conjunction
with the grain ration, make pigs grow
faster and make welghts at less cost
than when compelled to subsist entire-
Iy on corn,

Americean Dalry Products’ Value,

There were 12,147,804,550 pounds ot
milk and 588,186,471 pounds of cream
used o 1904 o the manufacture of 551,-
279141 pounds of butter, 313,605,200
pounds  of cheese, and J08,485,182
ponnds of condensed milk. These fig-
ures are part of the census of manufae-
tures for 1005, The total cost of ma-
terinls used in the Industry was $142.-
920277, while the value of the pro-
ducts was $108,182,780, an increase of
the former of 313 per cent and of the
lntter of 284 per cent. The number
of establishments dropped from 9,242
o 8924, while the capital Increased
30 per cent, ta 47,250,006, There were
3,507 salaried officlals and elerks and
15557 engaged in the manufacture of
these articles. These recelved salaries
and wages amounting to $0,780,036.

Burning Out Stamps.

Gradually cover the fire with
soll, and keep covered; If well started
and kept by occaslonally
throwing more &oil on where it {8 llkely
to break ont, the fire will continpe
burning until the whole of the stump
I8 burned Into charcoal.
